I t is am using to see the deli­ 
cacy w ith w hich this little claw feels 
about aud picks up the p articles of 
vegetable m a tte r and places them in 
the m outh, w hile the eyes are all the 
tim e raised alo ft o d th eir sta lk s and 
ap p aren tly looking off Into tile dis­ 
tance. 
The fem ale crab s have both 
claw s sm all and of equal size, so they 
are both used in feeding, an d she can 
satisfy her hunger ju s t tw ice as easily 
and quickly as the male. T hese fiddler 
crabs also g ath er food an d store it in

burrow s 
for 
fu tu re 
use.—St 
Nicholas.

4.—The tex t of 
the im perial m anifesto g ran tin g am ­ 
n esty to political prisoners signed by 
E m peror N icholas declares th a t

Intention 
expressed 
in 
m anifesto of Oct. 20, to accord the 
population the inviolable principles of 
civil liberty, free 
pardon is 
granted 
political crim inals of various catego­ 
ries, w hich are enum erated, and also 
p articip ato rs in strik es and those re ­ 
sponsible for the 
breaking of 
con­ 
tracts. 
The pardon extends to those 
now in prison and to those not yet 
tried and those on whom sentence has 
not been pronounced. Persons convict­ 
ed of crim es com m itted over ten years 
ago are to be released and sent to S i­ 
berian colonies. 
Those who now are 
colonists there will be allowed, a fte r 
four years, choice of place of residence, 
b ut prohibited from living in the c ap ­ 
itals. St. P etersb u rg and Moscow, for 
th ree years. 
C onvicts not falling un- 
d»r these categories will 
have 
sen ­ 
tence reduced by one-half, and persons 
condem ned to 
im prisonm ent for 
life 
w ill have sentenced reduced to fifteen 
y e ars’ im prisonm ent. 
T he pardon ex­ 
ten d s to all prisoners w ho have bene­ 
fited by previous m anifestos. 
Persons
